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For а long time I pondered the discolored and unshiney 
hood ornament on the hood of my '65 Ranchero. I could 
not imagine how Ford managed to cas® the aluminum 
(actually pot metal) around the plastic which appeared 

to be embedded in the metal. Then I noticed what turned 
out to be a retaining ring, and I went to work. Here's 
some pictures for those of you who might consider cleaning 
up the ornament a bit. 





What appears to be a punch on the left is actually a short 
piece of 3/8" dowell available at any K-mart. Don't over 
do the hammering as you could break the lense. Note 

in the right hand picture that there is a chrome mylar 
tape that encircles the lense (although it's depicted 
after I removed it from the lense) Some of the "chrome" 
will come with the tape, and some will stay on the lense. 
Becareful not to disturb the chrome whereever it is-- 

be especially careful while cleaning the lense. Put 

the tape back exactly where it was and you will retain 
the chrome edge. Clean the lense with car polish. 

Mine didn't need repainting. Good Luck. Editor. 
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Here's some tips on jacking up your Falcon.

DRIVE-ON ТҮРЕ HOIST 


To prevent possible damage to the 
underbody, do not drive the car onto 
the drive-on type hoist without first 
checking for possible interference be- 
tween the upright flanges of the hoist 
rails and the underbody. Should 
there be interference, the hoist flanges 
should be modified as necessary and/ 
or the approach ramps built up to 
provide the needed clearance. 


RAIL TYPE—FREE WHEELING 
HOIST 


FRONT 


The front adapters or hoist plates 
must be carefully positioned in con- 
tact with the lower suspension arms 
to assure safe, secure lifting. 


REAR 


The hoist adapters must be posi- 
tioned carefully under the rear axle 
to prevent damage to the shock ab- 
sorbers when the car is raised. The 
hoist rails should be raised slowly and 
the position of the adapters checked.

To assure safe hoisting, the front 
post adapters must be positioned care- 
fully to contact the lower suspension 
arms.

To prevent damage to the shock 


absorbers, the rear forks must contact 


the axle at points not farther outboard 
than 1 inch from the circumference 
welds near the differential housing.

FRAME CONTACT HOIST 


Frame contact hoist adapters are 
necessary to lift the car. The hoist 
adapter pads should each cover at 
least 12 square inches of underbody 
area. Figures 1 and 2 show recom- 
mended contact points. 





И JACKING 


When a stationary floor jack or a 
roll jack is to be used, there are sev- 
eral specific recommended points of 
contact. Either side of the car may 
be raised at the front by jack contact 
at the lower arm strut connection. 
Either side of the front end of the 


car may also be raised by jack pres- 
sure on the front crossmember, or on 
the crossmember to which the stabi- 
lizer is connected. 

Either side of the rear end of the 
car may be raised by jack pressure 
on the rear crossmember. Do not put 


pressure on the fuel tank. 

To raise the front of the car with 
a bumper jack, position the jack di- 
rectly in front of the parking light. 
At the rear, the bumper jack should 
be placed under the tail light midway 
between the bumper attaching bolts.
